Plans for a major and minor in Peace 
Studies by the 1972-73 academic year are 
part of the organization’s long term goals 
Courses recognized as a part of the Peace 
Studies program now number five, an 
increase of four over last semester 

The Peace Studies Center is asking for 
sufficient resources to plan and carry out 
an alteration of the college curriculum 
which will begin to give peace a chance 
Funds proportional to the number of 
students involved in Peace Studies are 
being sought 

The petition states that “American life 
today is dominated by war, competition, 
and materialism. Our government 
finances huge service academies and 
R.O.T.C. programs where hundreds of 
thousands learn the arts of war.”

Mid East chance for peace

“I am optimistic about peace in the 
Middle East,” said Wilson Hall, NBC news 
network correspondent. 


Hall recently returned from Beirut, 
Lebanon, where he spent three years as a 
network news correspondent. Before that 
Hall covered the Vietnam War and the 
1968 U.S. political conventions.

He talked about the Middle East and 
chances for peace before a_half-filled 
Little Theatre audience Friday and 
fielded questions after he spoke 

Early in his address, Hall told of talking 
to a Palestinian Arab who lived in 
Israeli-occupied territory who felt that 
peace in the Mideast could only be 
accomplished by one of three ways 
Allah, the U.S... or Russia. Hall felt that 
this was an oversimplification just as 
inaccurate as the comment by the late 
Senator Warren Austin, “What the Arabs 
and Jews should do is get together and 
settle this like good Christians.”’

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“Beat the Draft” has become a national sport for many young registrants Their tactics 
have been widely publicized. Relatively little attention, however, has been paid to plays 
executed by the home team—the local draft board 

Draft boards play “Beat the Registrant.”’ For a draft board member there is only one 
requirement to make the team: immaculate ignorance of the Fifth Amendment to the 
Constitution. That Amendment contains the Due Process Clause, guaranteeing citizens 
“basic fair play’ at the hands of federal agencies. If draft boards had to provide 
= with basic procedural! due process, the Selective Service System would break 

down completely. To avoid such an eventuality, the Due Process Clause is not allowed to 
delay the game when “Beat the Registrant” is played. 

What are some of the plays to watch for in “Beat the Registrant”? One favorite is 
“forfeit.” In “forfei” the play actually begins with you. One day you submit a 
documented request for reconsideration of your classification. The board simply does 
nothing; it doesn’t even bother to meet in order to consider whether your case should be 
considered. Perhaps the draft board clerk will look over your request; she may even 
telephone one or two board members. But essentially the home team just fails to show 
up. The immediate result of “forfeit'’-unlike in most sports--is that you lose: you stay in 
the same classification without really knowing why. 

Another common maneuver is known as “wrong signal.’’ Once more you initiate the 
play. Say, you visit your draft board office and seek legal information or advice. You may 
be counselled (contrary to all judicial precedent) that a conscientious objector must 
believe in a Supreme Being. Or you might be told that you cannot qualify for some 
deferment if you failed to report within ten days the facts on which your claim for 
deferment is based. The key to a well-executed “wrong signal” is to misstate the law in as 
authoritative a manner as possible. Then the registrant may be so discouraged that he will 
not even bother making his claim 

Aficionados of “Beat the Registrant” are always thrilled to see a well-trained draft 
board pull off “call from the bench."’ Unlike “forfeit,” where the draft borrd avoids any 
decision by simply not showing up, “call from the bench” is used to let someone else 
make the decision. “Call from the bench” is run in many different patterns. For exemple,

Sometimes, a calculated “delay of the game‘ leads to victory in “Beat the 
Registrant.” This particular piay differs from both “‘forfeit’’ and ‘“‘call from the bench.” 
The draft board actually deliberates and comes to its own decisien. However, it waits so 
long to do so that the decision, when finally rendered, appears to be of no use to the 
registrant. For example, a board waits untii after the registrant's school year ends, before 
deciding there is no longer any reason to reclassify him from I—A to II-—S. The decision 
not to reclassify unfairly denies the registrant his right to a hearing and an appeal. 


Perhaps, the most deceptive play in the game is the “silent huddle.’ It keeps the 
registrant in the dark. He is not informed when, unbeknownst to him, damaging evidence 
has been slipped into his file. He is never given any specific reasons why he was not | 
deferred. .ce is denied the benefit of counsel to cross-examine the board members and 
elicit their thoughts. As a result, the registrant is deprived of a fundamental right: the 
right to know and rebut evidence and reasoning that may cost him his life 


“Personal fouls” abound in “‘|keat the Registrant.’ One draft board was so prejudiced 
that it denied a II—S to a qualifiec| student simply because he belonged to §.D.S. Another 
board became hostile over the tiie taken in considering a registrant’s C.O. claim. This 
board, after threatening to resign, asked the Appeal Board to give the case “‘quick action 
because of its moral status in the community, which. . .is undermining the integrity of 
Selective Service. . .” 

If you feel you have been the victim of some unfair play in “Beat the Registrant,” you 
had better seek legal counsel. Only he can advise you whether your board’s gamesmanship 
was so unfair as to violate the Due Process Clause and nullify your induction order. 


Courts are reguarly voiding induction orders that were issued after a shameful 
disregard for procedural due process. In so doing, one court recently warned, “The draft 
board’s overzealous, highhanded aiid erroneous handling of this [registrant's} plight 
hatdly inspires confidence in the system. Rathez, it is this kind of mistreatment which has 
alienated the youth of the nation, bred disrespect for the law, sparked the disorders 
which have torn a gap between generiitions and ripped open the very structure of society. 
It feeds the clamor for the abolition of the whole selective service system. . .At the very 
least, those entrusted with the awful power of [drafting] the nation’s young men. . . .owe 
a duty of the most searching examinations of the facts, scrupulous fairness, sensitive care, 
compassionate hearing, patient consideration, cautious action and deliberate and rational

Rape of our river

Much attention and controversy has been aroused by the proposed 
Folsom-South Canal, which has been under construction for the past 
several months. Once completed, it will destroy the American River as 
we now know it. For those who are unaware, this river is the 
semi-polluted body of water that borders the eastern edge of our 
campus. 

Construction of the Folsom-South Canal was authorized by a 
congressional appropriation to compliment irrigation facilities in the 
southern counties. These facilities are located in the southern portion 
of Sacramento County and in almost all of Stanislaus County to serve 
agriculture concerns who have depleted their own resources The 
Comanche, Consumnes and the Stanislaus Rivers have been reduced to 
trickles. When there is already an overpopulation in agriculture, it 
doesn’t make sense to destroy another river for maintaining a surplus of 
farm produce 

Once the cane! has been put into operation, the river would be 
reduced to one-third of its present flow. The disruption of the 
eco-system would inevitably lead to the total pollution because the 
proposed canal would decrease the present minimum flow of the river 
from 1500 cubic feet per second during the crucial summer months to 
possibly as low as 250 c.f.s. According to an official from the Bureau of 
Reclamation, it currently takes 30 c.f.s. to carry the present quantity of 
sewage dumped into the American River. The official predicted that in 
the future at least 100 c.f.s. will be necessary to handle Sacrament 
sewage. Placing this into perspective, more than 40 per cent of the

What has happened to all the fishing boats that we used to see during 
the fishing season? They must have heeded the “No fishing or 
swimming” signs that border the river. Anyway, no one wants to climb 
the cyclone fence that borders the entire river for the sake of public 
health and safety to fish in a dead river. 

Looking down river to the south, we see why last nights paper 
declared an emergency water shortage in Sacramento. There stands the 
remains of the abandoned water treatment plant which had to shut 
down because even the use of powerful chemicals couldn't provide 
enough safe drinking water for the city’s residents.

Being pollution has reached the critical stage, public officials have 
considered closing the Westbridge housing facilities. Consideration 
began when it was speculated that the occurrence of waterborne 
diseases might be attributed to the pollution of the American River. 
This proposed action would all but destroy the usefulness of the Guy 
West Bridge since the romantic value has long since been devastated. 

Had enough” Let’s now return to the present 

Of course, what preceded was purely conjecture, but it could and 
probably will happen unless students put their support behind the 
effort-to stop construction of the Folsom-South Canal or obtain 
written assurance that the present minimum flow will not be decreased

Poe PoHeeesee 
In Wednesday's HORNET 
appeared a fine polemic 


concerning attitudes of the 
American male and the status of 
the American female written by 
Eva Bowman and introduced by 
Karen Kennedy. This polemical 
theorizing was unfortunately 
marred by a stubborn effort to 
drag the film FIVE EASY PIECES 
into the “iscussion. I have no idea 
why the author did this since the 
film had nothing to do with her 
theories. These film digressions 
have perhaps confused some of 


the film’s serious admirers and 
certainly have misied those who 
have not yet seen the film 

Eva Bowman views the world of 
the film as its protagonist, Bobby, 
sees it-without even the amount 
of self-awareness and 
self-condemnation that he has 
Bobby is not a romantic hero on a 
quest for truth, beauty, or Life, 
he tells us this in a conversation 
with his father when he says that 
he is not on the move because he’s 
‘looking for something,’ but 
rather because he wants to get 
away before things get bad. 
Bobby is in flight from a 
narrow-minded, restricted, 
up-tight world, but has nothing to 
offer in its place any more than 
the hitchhiker who is fleeing 
north does. They have a lot in 
common. Our last vision of both 
is heading toward the frozen 
north, the hard and cold suitable 
place for two people unable to 
love. Both are wanderers repulsed 
by what they see around them but 
unable to cope with or change 
their world. Bobby’s relationships 
with women clearly reveal his 
weaknesses. His relationship with 
Karen Black (Rayette) condemns 
him, not her. She is clearly kind, 
gentle, warm, loving. loyal and 
very human. It’s just that when 
she talks one has to grind teeth. 
As Bobby says to the intellectuals 
in his family home, she is far 
better than any of them. So is 
Susan Anspach (Catherine). She 
knows what she needs and has 
organized herself to achieve those 
goals. She has had the courage to 
break away from a destructive 
early marriage and is now making 
a relationship on her terms, not 
someone else’s. She is the only 
woman in the film that tries to 
treat Bobby as an adult. She is the 
only one to call him Robert, 
instead of the juvenile diminutive 
that the others use. Bobby has 
never grown up, never thrown off 
the weight of that crippled 
patriarch who dominates the 
family even in his last helpless 
days. Catherine wisely rejects 
Bobby who is doomed to ugly, 
inhuman, animalistic relationships 
like the one with the girl from the 
bowling alley that he balls 
standing up. Any other kind of 
relationship involves 
commitments that Bobby is afraid 
of. 

As far as the ‘‘sex-class 
chauvinistic restaurant scene”’ is 
concerned, Eva Bowman misses 
the implications of the scene so 
badly that I wonder if she even 
saw it. Perhaps someone told her 
about the scene and she thus was 
prevented from observing the 
nuances and true meaning of the 
scene. Nothing is directed against 
the waitress as woman or as 
member of the working class. The 
hostility and laughter is directed 
at rigid, stupid institutionalized 
rules and thinking. Impersonal, 
dehumanized institutions that 
deal in supposediy personal 
human services are the target in 
the scene. People respond to 
someone getting back at the 
system...for example punching 
extra holes in your IBM bills. 


People who have totally 
surrendered to programmed 
responses are pathetic and 


traditional objects of satire 4nd 
laughter. 

FIVE EASY PIECES is a 
technically brilliant, stylistically 
subtle, and literarily insightful 
film. The intelligence and 
sensitivity of the script in its 
perceptions of the female 
characters and weak boyish 
protagonist make me feel that a 
woman wrote the film. And one 
did. Adrien Joyce is a pen name 
for Carol Eastman who also wrote 
the near-legendary western THE 
SHOOTING
